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WOMEN HONORED FOR VALOR
France Has Always Been In the Lead
In Recognizing the Services of

" the Falr Sex.

Seldom in the world's history have
women been decorated for valor on the
battlefleld, for the simple reason that
opporturities for deeds which would
earn them such decorations are very
few. Nevertheless, instances can be
found, and nowhere more than {n
France, where the herolc woman has
little to complain ~f as regards public
recognition ot ser services.

Since Napoleon founded the Cross
»f the Legion of Homor on May 19,
1802, probably & score or more wom-
en have baen decorated for personal
bravery in warfare, but unfortunately
only one or two of thelr names lave
been preserved, as the palace of che
Leglon d'Honneur was burned during
the commuue anf, all vecords were de-
Btroyed.

Napoleon decorated at least geven
women for valor. The chief of these
was Anne Blget (Soeur Marthe), who
was a slster of wmercy, and earned the
Cross of Legion of Honor for her de-
votion to the sick and wounded, in the
care of whom she risked her life con-
stantly. The other women on whom
Napoleon bestowed the cross were
disciples of Joan of Arc, who shared
the perlls and hardships of thelr men
folk, enlisting and fighting gallantly.

Another woman earned tho decoru-
tion for valor when Frauce was fight-
ing Germany in 1870. Mlle. Dodu, a
postmistress at Plthviers, a village
which had fallen into the hands of thea
invaders, destroyed a message which
she had been ordered to transmit. For
thig she was court-martinled by che
Germans and condemned to death. On
the arrival of Prince Frederick, how-
ever, she was released, the prince him-
self complimenting her on her eourage.

FISH GATHER IN MILLIONS

Remarkable Schools of Hemrings That
Annually Assemble on the North
Pacific Coast.

Every summer there is a remark-
able run of herring on the north Pa-
cifio coast. These fish come in wuch
shoals that they seem a solld moving
mass, They crowd into the inlets
and sheltered baye and can be taken
in millions by the slmplest means.

Men and boys on the Grand Trunk
Pacifio dock at Prince Rupert use
waste paper baskets, and similar uten-
sils, which, with rope attached are
thrown into the water and allowed
to slak below the surface, then hapled
in again full of overfiowing with Jove-
ly herring.

But a better idea of the density of
these schools of fish i{s afforded by
the fect that fishing lines with hook
attached can be sunk in the water,
and pulled out instantly with just as
many fish as there are hooks, be there
a dozen or fifty.

Tons of these herring sre taken by
the fish companies and frozen in boxes
for use as bait for the halibut fisherles,
They are an excellent table fish, and

there ought to be a profitable market

for them in the interior. As yet com-
paratively few of them are shipped,
though dealers are now calling for
them. B i

Fishermsn esay the herrings sesk
the bays to escape the whales, which
prey on them in certain localitics dure
ing their migrations.
